Pitcairn Island to Have Stamps 





Pitcairn Island, famous as the center 
of the greatest sea drama of history, the 
haven of the mutineers from the Bounty, 
will be added to stamp catalogs before 
the year is over it is expected. The Ken- 
More Stamp Company, Inc., of Ken- 
more, N. Y., advise that they are in 
receipt of the following description of 
stamps proposed. It will be noted that 
the famous ship “Bounty,” Captain Bligh 
the martinet, and Fletcher Christian the 
leader of the mutineers will be depicted 
on the series. No data is available as to 
when the stamps will be issued, as the 
war makes that indefinite and there is 
no regular mail to the island, mails pil- 
ing up at the Canal Zone awaiting some 
chance vessel that may be willing to 
stop at Pitcairn. Crown Colonies are 
forbidden to service covers, so collectors 
probably won’t be able to obtain covers 
or stamps from the postmaster there. 

The stamps will be 114”x1” and will 
be printed in sheets of 60. The issue 
comprises 8 designs, in each of which 
a profile portrait of King George VI 
and the designs are varyingly displayed 
with the title Pitcairn Island at the top. 

The subject matter of the design is as 
follows: 

14d—Cluster of oranges. 

1d—View of Pitcairn Island from the 
sea. The border includes a reproduction 
of Fletcher Christian on the stern of 
the Bounty. 

1144d—The border depicts John Adams, 
whose house is shown in the center, 
with inscription on base. 

2d—View of the Bounty (H. M. 
Armed Vessel Bounty) at the base and 
a portrait of Lieut. Bligh in the border 
display. 

3d—Map showing the relation of Pit- 
cairn Island to other islands in the Pa- 
cific Ocean. 

6d—Broadside view of the Bounty 
with inscription on the base. 

1/-—A view of Pitcairn Island from 
the sea and a portrait of Fletcher Chris- 
tian in the border. 

2/6—A view taken on Pitcairn Island 
and a representation of Fletcher Chris- 
tian as in the 1d value. 

The stamps will be bi-colored on white 
script watermarked paper. 


Ecuador's Postal Tax Now 
Equals the Postage 





Ecuador’s interior postage rate of 10 
centavos has been doubled, the New 
York Times states, as a result of a new 
requirement that all letters must bear 
a 5c tax stamp for aid of rural workers 
in addition to the 5c tax for construction 
of post offices, making total postage on 
letters 20 centavos. The tax noted on let- 
ters and circulars reaching the Linprint 
office has been high in proportion to 
postage.

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American Poets 


JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL 


Though he is included among the famous poets of 
America, James Russell Lowell was in his lifetime 
equally well known as a prose writer, a speaker and 
diplomat of no mean ability. Born at Cambridge, Mass., 
Feb. 22, 1819, he died there August 12, 1891. His 
father was a Unitarian minister. In 1838 he graduated 
from Harvard, poet of his class, and though graduate 
later of the law school, never gave particular attention 
to that profession, as from the first literature was what 
he liked best. His first volume of poems was published 
in 1841 and for the next half a century he produced 
many fine prose and verse works. The famous “Biglow 


Papers” first appeared in 1846 and the New England} 


Yankee dialect in these and some satirical verses on the 
Mexican War brought his first general popularity. The

Lowell succeeded 
Longfellow at Harvard as Professor of Modern Languages in 1855 and held this 


position until 1877. In 1857 he married 


again. During the Civil War, a second 


series of “Biglow Papers” won him renown for satire on the anti-slavery cause. 
In 1865 for memorial services for Harvard’s dead in the war, Lowell wrote his 
most dignified and serious poem, the “Commemoration Ode,” sometimes claimed 
one of the best American poems. In 1877 he was Minister to Spain, and from 1880 
to 1885 served in similar capacity in England. The chief difference between Lowell’s 
works and his contemporaries were that his frequently were written to effect some- 
thing immediate, generally a reform, and that he imitated others but little, using 
his abundant supply of wit and humor to the fullest. His prose works consist 


mainly of critical essays.

Editor’s Notebook 


A LETTER A letter came the other 

day from a_ subscriber 
whose address is the gray stone building 
officially titled the “Ohio Penitentiary,” 
about six blocks from the Linprint office. 
Stamp collecting has proven successful 
mental recreation to prisoners in other 
similar institutions, though the men are 
hampered in many ways from becoming 
as interested as they would like to be. 
Our letter says in part: 

“There are though, a good many 
men in this institution that are becom- 
ing stamp conscious, and that are col- 
lecting stamps in their own meagre 
fashion. I have tried to encourage 
many of them towards this hobby and 
have given out many thousands of 
stamps of the cheaper mixtures in 
order to capture their fancy and I be- 
lieve that it is taking hold. 

“You would be surprised to learn 
the amount of men that would like to 
follow this hobby and how many are 
attempting to do so at this institution. 
Many of them collect in a haphazard 
manner placing their stamps in pages 
of magazines, home made albums and

album pages, and also are making their 
own stock cards and hinges. Most of 
them do this because they have no 
means of knowing where and how to 
purchase the necessary items for their 
collecting.” 

Another letter cites just what benefits 
the hobby does give under these cir- 
cumstances and the writer of the re- 
marks frankly stated he is not attempt- 
ing to flatter himself, but that his en- 
thusiasm for the hobby accounts for 
them: 

“It has taught me to become more 
alert, neater and more patient in all 
of my undertakings. It has acted as a 
balance during times of mental stress 
and has helped to soothe a sometimes 
tortured mind. It has brought me 
knowledge that I otherwise would 
never have had, for the educational 
advantages within its scope are unlim- 
ited. It has taught me the meaning of 
having faith towards my fellow beings, 
because the practice of trusting others 
is so predominant in the stamp world. 
It has taught me the real meaning of 
‘ethics,’ a trait which is steeped into 
the greater part of the stamp collect- 
ing fraternity. Ethics of the very high- 
est calibre.” 

The common reaction of many col- 
lectors has been that stamp collecting 
should not be encouraged in such insti- 
tutions as it is thought an error to put 
knowledge of our hobby in possession of 
those who might misuse it; but those 
who believe so are in error, for a little 
reflection will show them that the popu- 
lation of our corrective institutions rep- 
resents only a small portion of those en- 
titled to admission to those places. If 
stamp collecting can aid in rehabilitating 
those society wants to, then philately 
should do all in its power to aid.

Coronado Celebration 


The celebration of the fourth centen- 
ary of the explorations of Francisco Vas- 
quez Coronado in what is now the states 
of Arizona, New Mexico and adjoining 
territories, the Coronado Cuarto Celebra- 
tion will commence on June 10 at Ber- 
nalillo, New Mexico with dedication of 
a museum on the camp site of the ex- 
plorer. The explorer left Mexico City 
early in 1540 following the west coast 
until north of Guaymas and then cross- 
ing the mountains into southern Arizona. 
On July 7 in the course of their search 
for gold, a large pueblo was stormed 
near the present pueblo of Zuni in New 
Mexico. Small parties of the expedition 
were sent searching for fabled cities with 
streets of gold, one of these under Lieu- 
tenant Lopez de Cardenas reaching the 
Grand Canyon and being the first whites 
to see the spot. From September 1540 
until the spring of 1541 Coronado 
camped at Bernalillo. From there he ex- 
plored across the mountains and into the 
plains of Arkansas and Oklahoma, even- 
tually reaching a point somewhere near 
the present state line of Kansas and 
Nebraska. Coronado failed in his attempt 
to find the non-existent “Seven Cities 
of Cibola” which a friar had claimed 
to have seen in 1539, but his reports led 
to eventual settlement of the vast do- 
main in the crude and often ruthless 
manner of the early Spanish conquerors. 
This is the event for which a commem- 
orative stamp has been requested. 

Collectors may recall the comment at 
time the San Diego stamp was issued in 
1935 bearing the commemorative dates 
of “1535” and “1935” and to advertise 
the California-Pacific International Ex- 
position. The Exposition was announced 
in addition to the usual purposes to be 
in commemoration “of the 400th anni- 
versary of the discovery of the Pacific 
Southwest by Francisco Vasquez de Cor- 
onado” to quote Postmaster General Far- 
ley’s own words at the printing of the 
first of these stamps. This despite the 
fact that Coronado never reached Cali- 
fornia, and didn’t start exploring the 
Southwest until 1540. San Diego had 
stretched history to suit the occasion. 

Thus it appears that philately may 
have two stamps commemorating the 
same event, with dates five years apart, 
if there is a Coronado stamp issued this 
summer.

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New Books Received 





Sanabria’s Air Post Catalogue, 1940 
Tenth Edition, compiled and edited by 
Nicholas Sanabria and Harry M. Kon- 
wiser. 714 pages, 514x714, completely il- 
lustrated, bound in purple cloth, price 
$2.50 ($5.00 De Luxe) of the publisher, 
Nicholas Sanabria, Inc., 17 E. 42nd St., 
New York City. This catalog has changed 
its name somewhat this year, it formerly 
being titled “Standard Catalogue of Air 
Post Stamps.” Over 50 pages and many 
new illustrations have been added. Prices 
are the net prices of the Sanabria firm, 
though of course variations from mar- 
ket are to be expected. The catalogue 
lists every stamp ever issued in connec- 
tion with air posts, whether prepared 
by a governmental or private authority 
and no exclusion is made of varieties of 
poor reputation such as is done by Scott 
in their catalogue. This does not detract 
from the value of the book, for it leaves 
the choice in collecting these stamps up 
to the individual. It also represents the 
much broader viewpoint of the air post 
collector toward stamps than the rest 
of philately, as the average air post 
collector has a pronounced tendency to 
collect anything connected with aviation. 

Of particular value is the factual in- 
formation about the stamps and the air 
services for which they were issued; 
found in no other publication. The quan- 
tities issued and the number of covers 
sent, are given where this information is 
known. Dates of issue are also given. In 
general covers are not listed or priced, 
as the publisher felt this an impossible 
group to price. The moderate quotations 
on U. S. Pioneers are continued despite 
protests of some enthusiasts for these; 
but in proportion to demand and supply 
the Sanabria prices would appear closer 
to the actual net worth. Stamps are 
priced singly in used and unused condi- 
tion and in mint blocks of four. Semi- 
officials of the various countries are 
priced too and listed as thoroughly as 
the regular government issues. IIlustra- 
tions are very fine, these being half- 
tones, but slightly reduced and these 
are very clear as a result of use of a 
highly coated paper in the catalogue. 
Listings are up to the minute, as may be 
seen by inclusion of the Chaco Peace 
issue. The finest catalog of air post 
stamps issued to date. 





Constitution and World’s Fair Issues, 
compiled and published by the New 
York Sun. 32 pages 5x7%, price 10c of 
the Stamp Service Dept., New York 
Sun. 280 Broadway, New York City. 
This is another edition of the small 
booklets compiled by the Sun’s able 
stamp editor, Franklin R. Bruns. It 
lists all the Constitutional Sesquicenten- 
nial, New York and San Francisco Fair 
issues, giving all possible data on these, 
including date of issue, quantity issued, 
names of designers, engravers, printers, 
etc. 





Minimum Essentials in Stamp Collect- 
ing, by Gerald H. Burgess. 198 pages 
5%x8, cloth bound, illustrated, pub- 
lished at $2.50 by Lindquist Publica- 





tions, 2 W. 46th St., New York City. 
The late Mr. Burgess organized the first 
course in stamp collecting in a Univer- 
sity and this book is compiled from his 
lectures and notes by his wife in col- 
laboration with Haughton Sanguinetti. 
20 Chapters are included, covering in a 
clear manner the hobby; explaining it in 
a very understandable manner. The book 
is a textbook, in short, and intended to 
be used as such. The various chapters 
are as brief as possible, but not too brief. 
The Department of Education of Massa- 
chusetts has approved the book as a text- 
book for teaching stamp collecting. It 
will be used in connection with a course 
at Harvard. A better understanding of 
the hobby would result if all beginning 
collectors would read this book.

“Approximately how many of the in- 
verted center Canal Zone stamps, No. 
42a, were issued?” 3 sheets of 100 of this 
stamp were discovered to have been 
made into booklets and practically all 
were issued before a few were saved for 
stamp collectors. This happened in 1915. 


“Why isn’t the 2c Canal Zone airmail 
envelope listed in Scott’s Specialized U. 
S. Catalogue?” The Scott prices for en- 
velopes are for cut squares, not entires, 
and the cut square from the airmail en- 
velope does not differ from the cut 
square of ordinary envelopes, as the air 
mail imprint is not close enough to the 
stamp. 





“Is the business man on the NRA 
stamp intentionally placed out of step?” 
This was not intentionally done. The 
vignette is a copy with some alterations 
of a poster design prepared by Rudolph 
L. Bartel, Nutley, N.J. The design origin- 
ally depicted Pres. Roosevelt as one of a 
group emerging from the cloud of the 
depression. The figure intended to be the 
President was changed to a “business 
man” by slight changes, chiefly the addi- 
tion of a mustache. A male worker was 
eliminated and a woman’s figure substi- 
tuted. The stamp was hurriedly prepared.

U. S$. NOTES 


A very unusual Business Reply Card 
has been submitted by A. L. Giannaula 
of Newark, N. J. It is a match book 
cover and including the striking space 
measures only 4y7sx1¥% inches. Such a 
card is a violation of the postal laws 
(unless some recent amendment excepts 
it) as all post cards, Business Reply or 
ordinary may not be smaller than “ap- 
proximately 234x4 inches.” The card is 
addressed to the American Life & Acci- 
dent Insurance Co., St. Louis, Mo., and 
the back (or underside of the match 
book cover, whichever you choose to 
term it) is a form for obtaining an in- 
surance policy. The cover is copyrighted 
by the company and has the admonition 
“Do not mail matches.” 








Kent B. Stiles, Stamp Editor of the 
New York Times, in summing up pos- 
sible events that may be commemorated 
this year, mentions that May 26 will be 
the 150th anniversary of formation of the 
“Territory South of the Ohio River,” 
also that 1940 is the centenary of polar 
explorations by Charles Wilkes, Ameri- 
can Admiral who explored part of Ant- 
arctica in 1840. It will be recalled that 
the 1937 Northwest Territory stamp 
aroused some criticism for inaccuracy by 
having a_ section labeled ‘Territory 
Southwest” instead of “South.” The 
Wilkes stamp may be one way of the 
U. S. laying claim to a large portion of 
Antarctica as he was first to claim dis- 
covery of the South Polar continent in 
the course of explorations of the South 
Seas. 


Joseph Josselson asks what there is to 
prevent someone taking a straight edge 
20c 1917 (perf. 11) and reperforating the 
straight edge to 10 gauge and thus make 
one of the perf. varieties such as was 
sold at the Johl Sale for $17.25. The 
stamp referred to is a 20c perforated 11 
except that the bottom edge was per- 
forated 10. There is nothing to stop any- 
one from trying to fake such varieties, 
except that reperforating can always be 
detected because the manner in which it 
is done is different from the original per- 
forating. The fact that dangerous coun- 
terfeits of such varieties can be easily 
created is possibly the reason the perf. 
varieties bring so little at auction, in re- 
lation to their rarity. 





Victor R. Benson of Des Moines sub- 
mits a meat inspection “stamp” and in- 
quires why these could not be collected 
as the specimen submitted “on piece” 
has been in his possession six months 
with no bad effects noted. This is simply 
a rubber stamp impression that meat 
has been inspected and since it doesn’t 
collect a tax, it would not come under 
' classification as a revenue stamp.

No ‘‘Mikado”’ was ever represented on 
any Japanese stamps, instead is shown Em- 
press Jingo true name Jigo Kogo — pro- 
nounced Jingo Kongo was shown on Nos. 113 
& 114 and 182 & 183. The word Mikado is 
never used in Jajan; the Emperor is always 
known as “Tenno Heika’’; pertaining to 
Heaven. He is too sacred to have his name 
on a stamp. The word “Japan” is never used 
and millions of Japanese never knew the word. 
It is always known as Nippon and Nippon Jin 
is a Japanese man. The 5 sen previously noted 
depicts Prince Kamatari Fujiwara, a great 
statesman of the 7th Century.

DALLas, TEXAS

ated the name. This was a 13c value and 
since the first shipment of the 13c to 
Dallas was the “TEX.” variety, that va- 
riety appears to be the good one and 
should be rounded up as soon as pos- 
sible. 


CoLuMBIA, S. C. 

It was my privilege to examine a pair 
and a single of the famous or infamous 
3c coil counterfeit. Here are some of the 
pronounced differences I noted as I stud- 
ied the two types. The counterfeit is of 
slightly thicker letters and of a much 
deeper black due to the fact that they 
were no doubt platen press printed. 
There is less space between the U and 
M in the counterfeit than in the genuine. 
The spacings though are near perfect. 
The one big difference noted was the A. 
It was very large and did not seem to be 
of the same size as the rest of the type. 
It is surprising that this was overlooked 
when it is apparent that other details 
were watched so carefully. One of the 
pair had a period missing after the C. 
This of course is another oversight as no 
missing period was listed in the genuine. 
It was quite possible that this period 
was in the setup but did not print as 
many printers can tell that it is not un- 
common for a period not to print up 
although it was not broken. The gen- 
tleman responsible for these counterfeits 
was quite elderly when these were con- 
cocted and it is not surprising that some 
of these things were overlooked but it is 
odd that other features were followed so 
faithfully. The gent referred to now has 
since passed on to his reward. Any other 
questions about this item will be 
promptly answered.

Precancel Stamp Society 
Expertizing Committee 





The Expertizing Committee of the 
Precancel Stamp Society is now fully or- 
ganized and ready to function. Due to 
the fact that the Bureau Print Depart- 
ment was appointed first, some collectors 
seem to be under the impression that ex- 
pertizing service would not be available 
for general (city type) precancels. This 
is not the case, as the latter group has 
been provided for in the appointment of 
Adolf Gunesch to render expertizing 
service on all precancels except Bureau 
Prints. 


Collectors should understand the na- 
ture of the service being provided by the 
Expertizing Committee of the Precancel 
Stamp Society. The Committee does not 
pass on the genuineness of a stamp, but 
only of the precancellation. The Commit- 
tee has a reference collection of favors, 
fakes, and counterfeits, which is used in 
carrying on the expertizing work. Col- 
lectors should understand the difference 
between a fake and a favor, or a fake 
and a counterfeit. 

It is not the function of the Commit- 
tee to identify types of large batches of 
precancels sent in by collectors for that 
purpose. W. B. Hoover and James H. 
Obrig, of New York and Brooklyn, re- 
spectively, are rendering expertizing 
service on Bureau Prints.

It is announced that the Japanese will 
issue stamps celebrating the 2,600 anni- 
versary of the reigning monarchy. It is 
claimed that the present emperor reigns 
from a house that has had uninterrupted 
sway—or at least sat upon its throne— 
during all of this time. 

It was in B. C. 660 that the first 
authentic Japanese history begins, when 
Jimmu Tenno was the first historical 
mikado, or emperor of the Nipponese 
islands. 

The rise of modern Japan may be 
dated from Commodore Perry’s entrance 
in 1853 into Yedo, later called Tokio. 
From that period on Japan’s rise has 
been steady. Today she is one of the 
Great Powers. A postage stamp cele- 
brating this anniversary is fitting and 
historical, and will illustrate again the 
close kinship between philately and his- 
tory, which have been called brother 
and sister! 

Stamps such as these are the type 
which are practical, worthwhile, and to 
be collected. In an age when so many 
issues appear for unimportant events, 
this Japanese issue will stand out as one 
which need not be excused. Whatever we 
may think of the Japanese in the pres- 
ent state of affairs, the stamp will sug- 
gest history, and a part of the story of 
mankind that is old, yet ever new.

American Visit Caused Bisect 





These days when the visit of German 
ships, naval or otherwise, results in war- 
like maneuvers, recall the visit 39. years 
ago of a German naval vessel to New 
Orleans which resulted in one of the 
most highly prized bisects. This is the 
3 pfennig on half of 5 pfennig German 
stamp issued in 1901 on board the cruiser 
Vineta. The ship’s crew participated in 
January of that year in a celebration at 
the American city of the birthday of the 
German Kaiser. The ship left before 
the crew could obtain copies of the news- 
papers to send their relatives in Ger- 
many, so these were forwarded to them 
at stops scheduled. The newspaper rate 
was 3pf. but the smallest stamp on board 
was the 5pf. In the emergency three 
sheets of 100 each of the 5pf. were hand- 
stamped with the denomination “3PF” 
in violet twice and then these sheets 
were cut by scissors vertically through 
each row of stamps to the top sheet mar- 
gins, but the sheet margins were not cut 
through, so that the sheets did not fall 
apart. The stamps were first sold in 
the middle of April and were first post- 
marked by the naval post office when 
mails were sent ashore at Pernambuco, 
Brazil, on April 17. They continued to 
be used intermittently as late as Septem- 
ber and stamp collectors did not hear of 
the issue until almost all were gone. 
Then some unused copies on newspaper 
wrappers were salvaged by soaking, so 
that most unused copies known to exist 
have the overprint blurred.

tory. At that time merchants, according 
to an article by Emil A. Gotz-Kocher in 
the British magazine Stamp Collecting, 
used all sorts of labels to advertise their 
business. Some of the labels were de- 
signed so that a stamp might be placed 
in the center and the whole was then 
stuck on letters. The firm of A. Kocher 
& Fils decided to use these, but con- 
ceived the idea of having the stamps 
printed in the blank space instead of 
being affixed to it. The Swiss postal 
authorities agreed to imprint the stamps 
and accordingly 2,000 each were im- 
printed with 2c and 10 centimes stamps, 
while 12,000 were imprinted with the 5c 
stamp. The novelties were a great adver- 
tising success, but despite requests from 
other merchants as well as Kocher & 
Fils for more, none were printed as the 
postal people on second thought did not 
desire the practice to continue. 

The combination stamps and poster 
stamps have in the center a Swiss stamp 
of normal color and design, with a white 
space a few millimetres in width all 
around. Around this is the colored frame 
containing the advertising in white let- 
ters and the label is perforated outside 
the advertising rather roughly. The ad- 
vertising was printed first privately, then 
the government stamp printers imprinted 
the stamp designs. They are still good 
for postage. 





Pan-American Day

A promise has been made for a post- 
age stamp celebrating Pan - American 
Day, on the 14th of April. Well, why 
not? Pan American issues have been an- 
nounced for Chile, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Dominican Republic, Honduras and Pan- 
ama. Other Western Hemisphere nations 
may, soon, line up with these states. 

The event is worthy. It will help us 
to focus attention upon our own and our 
sister continent, and away from war- 
torn and forlorn Europe. As Columbus 
Day—which has resulted in numerous 
new stamps—has helped us cement a 
spiritual friendship among all the Amer- 
ican republics, so Pan-American Day 
should help us cement a further friend- 
ship in an even more tangible way. 

April is a famous month in U. S. 
history anyhow, the month, in 1865 (and 
as it happens also the 14th) when Presi- 
dent Lincoln was assassinated. This is 
the month when many of our wars be- 
gan. Perhaps it is equally as famous, if 
not more so, than our month of Febru- 
ary. And Pan-American Day should, in 
time, become so well established that it 
turns out not to be a national holiday 
but an international American holiday. 
A United States commemorative for the 
event would be fitting and—just!

JUNCTION, Wisc., will be discontinued 
on Jan. 31. 
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The New York Sun, which featured for 
the past few years a stamp section, called 
a meeting of the leading dealers in New 
York City, ta discuss several matters of 
the utmost importance to the trade. Most 
of the dealers invited attended, but due 
to business conditions some dealers were 
unable to attend. The meeting itself did 
not solve any major problems but this 
shows an attempt in the right direction. 
It means that dealers are willing to get 
together to discuss matters pertaining to 
the betterment of the hobby. 


Within the first few weeks the San- 
abria Air Post Catalogue was out, it 
has been instantaneously approved by all 
who have seen it here. One very inter- 
esting point I would like to bring out at 
this time is the fact that the Portuguese 
Colonies New York Worlds Fair set, as 
I predicted, when the issue came out, 
would be recognized by Sanabria, and 
sure enough, it’s listed. Still, as my pre- 
diction went, Scott’s are debating recog- 
nition. However, one New York whole- 
saler told me that Scott had ordered 
quite a few sets from him. Portugal has 
issued a statement that these Colonial 
New York Worlds Fair stamps were is- 
sued in regular manner. 

[Editor’s Note: The Sanabria cata- 
logue does not bar any stamp from list- 
ing so long as it was issued by govern- 
ment authority. The Scott catalogue does 
not give regular listing to stamps whose 
“primary purpose of issue was other than 
of a postal nature”—which it is believed 
the Portuguese were not, as only enough 
stamps were sent the colonies to give the 
issue the appearance of having been a 
postage stamp issue. ]

Whereas Paraguay New York Worlds 
Fair and the Peace Conference sets sold 
at nearly the same level, one set is a 
very speculative issue, and the other, 
just a good set. The Peace set has slowly 
gone up in price, certain values have 
already doubled in price, and even at the 
higher price insufficient supplies have 
been forthcoming. The New York 
World’s Fair is a very scarce set. But, 
New York dealers are being bombarded 
with offers from Paraguay. 





More and more, New York dealers 
are turning to South America for New 
Issues. Most of the countries participat- 
ing in the Pan American Union are going 
to follow the example set by the United 
States in issuing a stamp in that honor.

The 
popularity of this country has fallen 
greatly since the war with Finland. It 
seeems that Russian stamps are being 
boycotted, while German stamps are in- 
creasing in popularity. Just what sig- 
nificance this holds, one cannot predict.
